sia an£ that reports that he had been 
drowned while crossing the Black 
Sea to Constantinople were without 
foundation.

- pil effort as well as accomplishment. 
, They think less of their present task 
than of the future outcome; they look 
upon their labor not for self but as a 
-community service. 


Pupils are thus led to participate 


through interest and not compulsion. 


- They are stimulated through an enthu- 
siasm that is contagious. They become 


bound to the teacher's engaging per- 
sonality. They reach the closing of the 


- school day not with a feeling of relief, 


but with a zest for the opening of to- 
morrow.

the parade of industrial progress. 


The eight-hour day, six-day week 


has cut almost no figure ill the lives 
of America's 26,000,000 hstisewives. 


The beacon-light of modern 
effi- 


ciency has! cast ndj^yealins - beams 
upon the 3?ork oftSe' household.' 


•While man works in the twentieth 


century, his wife still toils In the 
sixteenth. 


'So, to arms, housewives—an in- 


dustrial revolution in the home is at 
hand! 


This domestic battle cry is sound- 


ed by Hiss Hildegarde Kneeland of 
the bureau of home economics of the 
Department of Agriculture, whose 
newly completed survey among JJ.OOO 
home-makers—Including daily rec- 
ords of how they spent their time 
during a typical week—was revealed 
in an address before the National 
Housing Conference here. 


THEY'RE OVERWORKED 


This survey shows that at least 


one-third of today's housewives, who 
are popularly supposed to be spend- 
ing more and. more of their time at 
the bridge table and on golf links, 
actually are at work in their homes 
more than 56 hours a week; that the 
average housewife's working time is 
51 hours; and that "twice as many 
are overworked as underworked." 


Who is to blame? 
"The house-builder," 
answered 


Miss Kneeland. "Instead of trying 
to educate the housewife, we should 
be devoting our first efforts to edu- 
cating the architect. 


"Most housewives must take their 


kitchens as they find them. And no 
amount of process charting and or- 
ganizing of work can offset the waste 
of energy and time demanded by a 
poorly planned kitchen. 
The first 


essential of efficient production is 
not efficient management, but an ef- 
ficient physical plant." 


Miss Kneeland 
would organize 


"the scientific kitchen" into separ- 
ate working surfaces for each kind 
of task to be done. There would be 
no place in her model kitchen for the 
"general utility" table, for instance. 


EFFICIENCY—AND HOW 


"Kitchen equipment Should be ar- 


ranged in a step-saving sequence," 
she said. "For the process of pre- 


paring food, the refrigerator and the 
food cupboard, then the cabinet, then 
the stove and then the serving table 
should be in a line ending near the 
dining room table or door. 


"In the cleaning away 
process, 


the stacking table, sink, drain and 
hina storage should proceed in 
that order to the left, for each plate 
or utensil is held in the left hand as 
t is washed. 


"Since the china storage should 


be near the dining table and if pos- 
sible near the drain board, too, it 
would be best to have this 'cleaning 
away sequence' working toward the 
dining room on the side of the 
kitchen opposite the 'preparing food 
sequence.' 


"The kitchen should be compact 


and shaped oblong In preference to 
square so that the distance from the 
cabinet to the sink will be the 
shortest possible. 


RAISE SINKS, TABLES 


"The heights of the working sur- 


faces should be such as to eliminate 
undue stooping or reaching. In most 
cases this would mean higher sinks 
and tables. 


"Small 
equipment 
should 
be 


stored around the working surface 
where it is used most frequently. 
This would mean, for most efficient 
results, built-in shelves, 
cupboards 


and racks." 


That, in general, is the "scientific 


kitchen" of the present as Miss 
Kneeland would plan It But of the 
more distant future she says: 


"It is quite likely that the scien- 


iflc kitchen will serve not a single 
family, but many families—that the 
advantages of large-scale production 
will in the end- prevail against- the 
advantages of private housekeeping."

educational materials will not be per- 
mitted in school buildings and must 
hot be used because pamphlets often 
bear the names of the companies 
manufacturing or distributing the 
product described, because,, newspa- 
pers are partisan, because magazines 
print- controversial articles, because 
periodicals present material not in 
selected text-books, because books of- 
ten present facts which are not fn 
accord with the particular view of 
the special group—would constitute 
a policy which could not and should 
not be tolerated. 


"It is important that In their effort

men and women, our teachers must 
not be hampered by prescribed meth- 
od or material.

Country Has Its Mussolinis, 


but They Are a Progressive

Their Word is Law

Washington—Present-day dictators- 


ships may commonly be regarded as 
a European phenomenon, but Latin 
America Is full of them. 


The histories of nearly all the 


American republic show that they 
have often been governed by iron rul- 
ers, frequently military men who 
seized power by force of arms. Sev- 
eral countries can easily blame their 
tack of progress upon selfish dictators 
who ruled in their own Interests or 
those of a small proprietary class and 
all too often bartered 
national re- 


sources to foreign interests. 


Whatever one may think of t he 


system and no matter how much 
more one might prefer democratic 
government throughout the hemis- 
phere, it Is usually acknowledged 
that Latm-American dictators of to- 
day are a different and better breed, 
in most cases, than their predeces- 
sors. 


ARE FIRMLY ENTRENCHED 
In the first place, South American 


dictators whom the Hoover party met 
appear to be firmly entrenched. This 
is partly because they all have some 
degree of popularity, partly because 
revolutions are more difficult to or- 
ganize and easier to put down. 


,The most important point is that 


the dictators invariably appear to be 
inspired with ideals of patriotism and 
progress with which it is difficult to 
quarrel. 
They all differ.

/ popular with his people. For 10 years 


he has ruled the roost alone. 


Ten years ago be was actually 


elected president by a large majority 
but the existing government tried to 
falsify the returns. Leguia prompt- 
ly grabbed the office and a few years 
later changed the constitution to per- 
mit his re-election. 
Once he sum- 


marily deported organizers of a coup 
d'etat against him and no serious op- 
poistion to the government Is per- 
mitted today. Leguia probably will 
die in office. 


With terrific energy despite his 


advanced age, he has hurled himself 
into a great program, of education, 
highway construction and agricul- 
tural and Industrial development — 
the big needs of most Latin-Ameri- 
can countries. 


IN CENTRAL AMERICA 


Central American republics have 


bene acustomed to dictators and as 
in many countries of the south have 
had long periods of elections which, 
if not corrupt. Invariably returned 
the party In power. Election frauds, 
coupled with the Latin-American's 
passionate urge for political control, 
hare caused most of the revolt* and 
encouraged dictatorships. 


In the Caribbean the United States- 


smiles benevolently on what appear 
to be self-perpetrating dictatorships 
in Cuba and Haiti. 


Hoover seemed favorably impressed 


with each of the dictators encount- 
ered on his tour. There was only 
one side of the picture on display, of 
course and a much longer stay would 
have been required to enable any 
correspondent 
really to study the 


dictatorship system. 


The first dictator encountered was 


the seemingly benevolent Dr. Isidro 
Ayora, president of Ecuador. Ayora 
was an eminent medical man sum- 
moned by a military-civil junta to 
take control after a coup d'etat. He 
faced pressing economic and social 
problems. Financial reforms have 
been accomplished with American aid 
and political reforms are promised. 
Literates are permitted to vote in 
Ecuador and it is generally believed 
that an approaching free election will 
return Ayora. 


Bolivia has.,had 
69 presidents, 


mostly dictators, in 100 years. 
Her 


sovereignty is limited by control of 
American banking and financial In- 
terests. The government in power 
always wins elections, school chil- 
dren have been shot down in demon- 
stration parades and occasional In- 
dian rebellions are suppressed with 
savage ruthlessness while the gov- 
ernment blames Moscow. .. 
FREEDOM SO'RESSED IN CHILE 


In Chile, former Minister of War 


Carlos Ibanez seized control a few 
years ago and deported hundreds of 
political enemies. With the aid of 
army and nary he appears to have 
suppressed free speech, free press 
and free elections and to keeping his i 
foot firmly on labor. 
But for all 


these hardboiled methods, Ibanez and 
his ruling clique of able men have 
almost eliminated graft and Incom- 
petency and are taking radical meas- 
ures toward sound economic develop- 
ment of Chile. Strong measures were 
necessary, they explain. 


President HipoliSo Irigoyen of Ar- 


gentina is sometimes called a "vir- 
tual dictator," but his power rests 
In the admiration and affection of 
the people, with whom his sympa- 
thies lie. The Hoover party heard 
that hundreds of Buenos Altvs radi- 
cals had been imprisoned during its 
visit and it was Irigoyen who so 
n;tw«!ss1y suppressed the dangerous 
and bloody labor insurrection of 2919.
